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The  ancestry  of  the  J area ins,  as  one  branch 
of  the  American  lira  of  Jordans  has  been  called, since 
the  assumption  of  the  name  by  John  Jermainf'born  Jordan, 
of  Sag  Harbor is  an  ancient  and  proud  French  family 
of  mark  in  the  early  history  of  Southern  France  and 
Western  Franca,  successively.  In  fact, if  the  unsatis- 
f table  genealogists  wishes  they  can  carry  the  line, old 
as  it  is  in  France,  even  further  back  to  the  old  Ital¬

The  story  of  the  Jordans,  or  to  call  then  as  they 
once  were  called  and  still  arc  called  in  France, "Jour dans" 
and  "Jour&aines",  begins  in  the  antique  and  richly  historic 
old  city  of  Toulouse,  tho  "Tolosa"  of  Roman  lays  of  demx- 
inion  over  Gaul,  end  later  the  capital  of  Languedoc p  espec~ 
rally  as  an  independent  country,  often  at  variance  with  the 
sovereign.,  practically  a  ro£al  territory  and  capital  of 
itself.  The  long  line  of  the  Counts  of  Toulouse  is  as  ro« 
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nan tic  a  chronicle  as  chivalry  affords.  The  active  part 
taken  in  the  Crusades  by  tho  Counts  of  2oulcu.se, at  one  period',' 
is  merely  a  single  chapter  of  their  bustling  history, and 
they  preserved  their  autonomy  to  all  purposes,  until  a 
late  date.

Count  Jour  dan  de  Toulouse  (also  called  Count 
"Alphonse  Jour  dan  de  Toulouse"  and  also  "Alphonse  I  of 
Toulouse")  was  of  Italian  descent,  more  remotely  connected 
with  the  Giordan! .  He  was  in  power  in  Toulouse  in  1112, 
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or  among  the  latter,  group  of  Toulouse’s  sovereigns*  and 
succeeded  by  Raymond  7.  71,  and  711.,  and  to  adventurous

Simon  do  Hontfort  (1212  -  13),  From  the  line  of  Count 
Jourdan  do  Toulouse  was  descended  legitimately  a  branch 
of  the  Jordan  b?>cod.  This  branch  presently  transferred 
itself  to  Western  France  and  to  the  saacoast,  and  thus  be¬ 
came  tha  Jour dan  family—  at  some  date, probably  earlier  than 
the  XIII  century,  identified  with  the  City  of  la  Rochelle, 
then  a  thriving  and  precious  seaport  and  center,  a  strongly 
Protestant  community,  and  destined  to  play- such  a  tragic 
part  in  Franco’s  religious  wars.

In  the  year  1455,  we  find  the  Jour  dans  fully  iden~ 
tified  with  the  city  of  la  Rochelle.  Pierre  Jourdan  (when 
w  a  will  call  Pierre  Jour  dan  I)  is  mayor  of  la  Rochelle,  Ee 
died  sometime  after  the  year  named.  We  have  no  particulars 
of  his  marriage,  or  of  his  family,  but  there  must  have  been 
a  large  descent  from  him.

Pierre  Jour dan  II,  of  la  Rochelle,  is  co-elected 
mayor  of  Is  Rochelle, in  1511-1523.  He  was  known  as  the  lord 
of  the  estate  of  Bormonie .  He  married  a  lady  of  LaRcehelle 
of  high  distinction,  named  Franc oise  lie o las #  Their  son  was 
Pi  9-re  Jcurdan  III,  who  will  presently  be  spoken  of  as  being 
baotisad,  adopting  the  Reformed  faith.  Up  to  t$st  tine  the 
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jourdan  family  doubtless  had  bean  Homan  Catholic* 

Franco i a  -Tour dan  (l)  Of  the  sans  generation  with 
Pierre  (2)  also  was  of  LaRochelle.  He  married  Marguerite 
Breton.  A  son  is  mentioned  as  theirs, David  Jourdain  (£}  who 
was  baptised  into  the  Reformed  church  in  1569.  The  two  men 
probably  were  eousine,  Other  descendants  of  their  father 
Francois  not  stated. 

Contemporary  with  the  preceding  was  Rtni  Jourdan  's 
of  la  Rochelle  in  1517,  a  surgeon.  Ws  have  no  particulars 
of  his  marriage,  or  children;  but  a  descendant  was  another 
David  Jour  dan,  to  bo  called  David  Jour dan  (2)  ,  who  was  awcon- 
seillure  du  royn  ,  a  ncouns©ll9r"to  n  to  King  Louis  X7.  9in 
1C20,  and  died  at  Bantes  in  August  1671,  as  will  bo  noted  later. 

A  further  advance,a  generation,  brings  us  to  the 
following  Jour da ns  ,  all  of  La  Rochelle,  or  of  the  old  city3s 
environs:

David  Jourdan.  also  referred  to  above,  was  of  this 
group,  a  1&  Rochellais,  the  son  of  Francois  Jourdan  (1)  ,snd 
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Marguerite  Breton,  .David  also  was  baptised  as  a”Reforned" s 
in  January  1562 ,  probably  at  the  sane  tine  as  his  near  rel¬ 
ative  Pier to  (3). 

It  is  noteworthy  that  these  converts  to  Reforma¬ 
tion  principles  were  "presented"  for  the  rite  by  a  godfath¬ 
er  and  godmother  of  high  nobility,  Charles  Poupart.  the  "

Ono  of  theirs  of  much  inportance  to  all  Americans  interested

Qs<yi  Jourdain,  who  may  be  called, Francois  (3);  but  he  did  not 
leave  Prance  v/ith  his  brother,  but  "conformed",!  .© .,  became  a 
Renan  Catholic,  and  was  a  soldier  in  the  army  of  Mareehal  Lux¬ 
embourg,  in  16 — . 

Evidently  contemporary  with  these  is  the  mysterious 
Jean~3arnabe  Jourdain  of  La  Rochelle, or  Ahgers,  whose  parentage 
is  obscure,  v/ith  other  lost  data;  but  who  seams  to  have  been  a 
Catholic  and  something  of  a  gadfly  in  the  family.  We  do  not 
know  of  his  age, marriage, etcs.,but  we  discover  that  he  was  "an- 
broilec^vith  his  relative  Ozcd  J .  (2  ) , above  named,  and  was  thereby 
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instrumental  in  the  oxilo  and  the  transplanting  of  the  Jour£ 
dan  lino  to  the  Hew  World.  where,  at  least,  family  quarrels 
and  religious  persecution  could  not  follow  then.  Possibly 
this  Joan-Barnabe  J oar dan  was  of  the  earlier  generation  than 
0s?$  (2)  his  uncle,  and  in  lino  with  One«?  Jourdan(l).  If  he 
wore  of  the  latter-named  group  he  must  have  been  an  old  ran, 
David  J cur dan  (£)  of  la  Rochelle,  and  perhaps  also 
of  Paris,  ilo  personal  data  other  than  this  descent  from  Ken<S 
Jourdan,  the  surgeon  named f  and  that  he  was  named  a  "counsel¬ 
lor  n  to  the  king, (Louis  XV.)  , either  as  a  special  or  general 
advisor, in  IGiO .  He  probably  was  a  Catholic.  Ee  died  at  Hart- 
es  in  August  1571, 

It  may  be  said  here  that  it  is  not  ascertained  exact¬ 
ly  v/horo  in  the  city  of  Li  Rochelle  wa s  situated  the  chief 
mansion  of  the  old  family;  or  if  it  is  represented  by  any  actor 
al  remains  today.  LaRochollo 1 s  severe  war  experiences  ,  espec- 
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ially  under  Richeliouls  siege,  destroyed  many  of  the  antique 
hones,  rich  as  is  the  town  now  in  its  old  landmarks.  We  can 
be  fairly  sura  that  the  Hotel  Jour can  was  in  what  is  today 
the  fine  old  Rue  de  palais,  or  in  the  RueChaudvier ;  not  un Hil¬ 
ly  near  the  "Grossa  Eorloge"  gate,  with  its  historic  clock.

Osc4,  or  Ose^<§,the  French  equivalent  ofnKoss&!1  in 
either  form,  Jourd&n  (2)  is  now  met;  the  JcurcLan  to  bear  his 
name  across  the  sea.  He  v?a8,  as  has  been  said,  the  son  of 
OscA  Jour dan  (1)  and  Luo r Ac a  Souvestre.  Ha  married  Elizabeth 
Coudres  in  October  1627.  The  couple  had  12  children, among 
then  Jean  (2),  Franeois(4),  Pierre  (4),  Catherine (2 }, Josephs, 
and  i:arie(2),  In  1685,  when  at  an  advanced  age, past  sixty, 
and  several  of  his  children  married  and  with  families  of  their 
own, beyond  doubt,  there  occurred  the  ill-advised  Revocation 
cf  the  Edict  of  llantos,  By  that  rash  measure  Franc©  lost 
thousands  of  her  most  valuable  Protestant  cltisens,  almost  to 


the  depopulation  of  many  important  cities,  through  the  flight 
of  the  self-exiled  to  foreign  coasts. 

Among  such  fugitives  was  OzcA  Jour dan,  despite  hie 
years,  Ee  sailed  for  Scotland  in  or  about  1685,  and  members 
of  his  family  fled  with  him.  Curious  is  the  fact  that  he  was 
embroiled  with  his  kinsman,  Jean-Barnaba  Jour dan, not  at  all 
improbable, cn  religious  grounds;  and  the  latter  seems  to  have 
had  much  to  do  with  the  expatriation.  The  wife  and  mother, 
Elizabeth  Coudres,  is  not  named  as  a  co-fugitive,  and  seams  to 
have  died  before  those  evil  days.

There  were 
the  Jays,  the  Demorests,  the  2)9  Ianey  line  and  scores  of  -.others 
In  our  later  day  a  thriving,yet  quiot  t  suburb  of  New  York  city, 
and  a  summer  resort  of  wealth  less  than  fifty  minutes  frcn 
the  metropolis,  it  was  well  removed  from  Mahhattan  in  1685, 

There  was  ample  room  for  all  new  comers,

After  the  arrival  at  New  Rochelle,  Westchester  coun¬ 
ty,  of  old  Osci  Jourdanand  his  sons  and  daughters,  as  many  as 
came,  we  know  of  them  only  that  they  prospered  and  increased, 
identified  with  the  village  and  county.  A  private  collec¬ 
tion  of  letters  to  Prance  (Gayarre,  Toulouse )  from  New  Rochelle 
residents  of  rather  late  date,  speaks oof  Oze6  Jour  dan  and  of 
his  children  as  married  and  become  land-proprietors.  They  mu  s 
have  acquired  wealth.  The  son  of  Jean  (S)probably  succeeded 
to  the  parental  estate,  or  to  his  share.  The  nans  "Jour  dan" 
was  anglicised  and  became  "Jordan", 


The  baptismal  pre-names 
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"Joan",  "Francois’^Pierre"  ,  and  bo  on,  "became  John.,  Francis, 
Francis,  or  Frank,  and  Peter.  The  name  "I^trie"  has  survived,

So  the  family  became  rooted  in  America  and  knovm  as 
"Jordan”,  no  longer  Jourda.n,or  Jourdame, the  French  family

persuing  its  history  ,  we  have  for  several  decades  after  this 
but  meagre  knowledge  .  J ohn  J our dan . ,  or  Jordan (1)  the  son

XTT1I  CRITTURY 

Of  the  line  of  Jourdan  at  la  Rochelle  during  the  XVI II 
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Century  particulars'  are  to  be  added,  to  be  furnished  shortly 
by  the  present  la  Rochelle  representatives  of  the  family 
(1397)  .  It  continued  to  be  largely  represented  in  the  place 
for  several  generations  ,  and  then  diminished. 

Of  the  line  of  Jour dan  at  Toulouse  and  at  Tarbes, 
occurred  early  in  the  Righteenth  Century  the  decease  of  its 
only  (particularized  and  male)  members,  the  two  religionists, 
Francois  J  our dan  (5)  and  Justin  Jour  dan, named.  The  latter 
died  at  Tar be s  ca.  17Q8,  as  noted. 

As  the  XVIII  Century  concluded  and  the  tremendous 
upheaval  of  the  Revolution  shook  the  French  provinces,  to 
be  followed  by  the  career  of  napoleon,  two  representatives 
of  the  Jour can  family  became  historically  eminent.  One 
of  them  was  so  in  an  odious  degree;  the  notorious  Hathieu 
Jouves-Jcurdain.  of  the  Rational  Guard,  who  was  connected 
with  the  Meridional  branch  of  the  family.  In  authority  first 
at  Avignon  and  then  at  Paris,  he  is  remembered  and  execrated 
in  our  histories,  wherever  the  Revolution  is  pictured,  for 
his  cruel  and  indeed  atrocious  butcheries  and  shocking  execu¬ 
tions;  under  the  nick-name  of "Jour dan  Coupe-Tete", or" Jourdan 
the  head-chopper His  hundreds  of  victims  were  avenged  by 
his  death  under  the  Guillotine,  in  Paris,  1794. 

But  quite  a  different  military  representative  of 
the  Jour dans,  at  this  relatively  recent  date,  and  greater,  as 
well  as  better  of  fame, is  the  Marshal  of  France  under  RapoSenn.

Joan  Baptiste  Jour  dan  (1726~1333  )-,  eminent  as  an  admire.  oj_  3 
soldie^and  at  car tain  periods  of  the  Napoleonic  campaign, 
the  right-hand  ran  of  Bonaparte,  He  was  also, earlier ,  in  the 
active  service  of  the  revolting  American  colonies,  ana  f vU-_ht 
in  the  American  Revolution  in  what  was  known  ae  the  "Auserre 
regiment,"  Ke  was  a  brave  and  “brilliant  nsn,  hut , unfortu¬ 
nately  ,his  life  was  a  stormy  one, and  it  was  clouded  “by  what 
ho  felt  to  “be  Napoleon1  s  injustice  to  him.

XIX  CENTURY 

The  data  as  to  the  contemporary  and  recent  Jourdan 
line  at  vai'ious  localities,  la  Rochelle,  Nances,  Angers, c-o 
on  ,  ate  not  tabulated, or  completed  at  this  writing  but  are  to 

b9  recorded  presently. 

In  la  Rochelle,  a  near  connection  of  the  Marshal 
Jean-Baptist,-  Jourdan, named  above,  was  long  resident  and  die- 
-tinguished,  the  late  Jean-Baptist  Jourdan, Judge  of  Instruction

John  Jermain,  to  whom  m§?y  justly  be  &■  scribed  the 
founding  of  the  Anar lean  family,  descended  from  French  Hugue¬ 
not  stock, as  noted  5 n  the  account  of  the  French  ancestry  of 
the  family, as  given  at  length, herein,  was  born  in  Westchester 
county,  N.Y.,  being  in  the  third  generation  from  Osed  J cur dan 
the  French  emigrant,  v/ho  cans  to  this  country  about  1685* 

During  the  Revolutionary  v/ar  he  was  said  to  have  serv*“ 
ed  in  the  Colonial  arny,  against  the  will  of  his  family  who 
sympathised  with  England*  At  the  close  of  that  conf-lict  all 
other  members  of  the  family  went  to  How  Brunswick  to  live,  an¬ 
glicising  the  French  name  to  Jordan.  The  American  son  chose 
the  name  of  Jermain, by  which  his  descendants  wore  known,  and 
took  up  his  residence  in  Sag  Harbor,  on  Long  Island,  where  he 
still  further  demonstrated  his  patriotism  by  becoming  cap¬ 
tain  in  an  artillery  company  of  militia.  During  the  second 
war  with  Great  Britain (1812-14)  he  was  in  command  of  the  fort 
at  Sag  Harbor,  one  of  the  most  exposed  points  onVkng  Island. 
His  title  of  L^jor  was  not  ornamental, but  earned  by  actual  mil" 
itary  service. 

While  deprived  of  early  advantages  of  education,  he 
became  well  educated  .  He  was  a  merchant  of  good  property  and 
much  respected.  His  natural  good  sense  and  tact  made  him  a 
superior  man.  Mr. Spooner,  his  sen-in-law, writ as  of  nin:

Ho  was  uncommonly  fine  in  hi;  pereonal  appearance, was  much 
disposed  to  the  study  of  law, and. a  popular  speaker.  There 
was  no  lawyer  in  the  place  and  he  supplied  himself  with  a 
few  law  hooks  and  often  was  called  upon  as  a  pleads  in  court. 

Ee  was  a  federalist  and  I  was  a  democrat , and  honee  in  my  vis* 
its  to  his  house  v;e  often  had  long  political  talks, but ’we 
both  understood  propriety  enough  to  be  personally  respectful. 
x  x  x  x  Mra.Jermnin  was  very  pious, and^her  house  was  ranch 
resorted  to  by  clergymen. 

Mr.Jemain  accumulated  a  substantial  estate  and 
gave  hearty  support  to  every  enterprise  that  tended  to  the 
betterment  of  his  adopted  town.  Mr.Jermain  married  M&rgaret 
Pierson,  who  came  of  a  line  of  educated  people  who  were  most¬ 
ly  ministers  of  the  Gospel.  She  was  born  at  Sag  Harbor,  1,1 ., 
March  17,  1764,  and  died  at  Albany, E.Y.,  Wreh  SO,  1833.  The 
following  brief  mention  is  made  of  her  ancestry,  as  her  fine 
character'  left  an  ineradicable  impress  upon  her  many  descend¬ 
ants.

Our  ancestors  left  Prance  at  the  tins  of  tho  Hague- 
not  Massacre  and  fled  to  Scotland*  John  Jordan, father  cf 
John  Jermain,  was  born  in  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  In  1739*  He  was 
apprenticed  by  an  older  brother  to  a  trade  he  did  not  like, 
fee  went  aboard  a  ship  which  was  captured  by  the  French,  and 
was  taken  to  Franco.  On  the  exchange  cf  prisoners  in  17 f 55, he 
was  liberated  and  cane  to  America,  settling  in  ISiiite  Plains, 
H.Y. 


He  carried, in  1757,  Mary  Daniels,  an  English  lady 
of  Dutch  Extraction,  who  was  born  in  Hew  York  in  1725.  "When 
the  War  of  the  devolution  breke  cut'  he  was  a  staunch  loyalist. 

In  the  month  of  July,  1776,  an  English  fleet  wit}-  a  large 
number  of  troops  on  board,  entered  Hew  York  harbor,  defeated 
the  patriot  army  on  Long  Island,  and  forced  it  over  to  Hew 
York.  At  this  time,  the  more  to  weaken  the  patriot  cause, the 
English  general,  Lord.
